GOOD MEN AND EVIL 


In the early days of the war 
when Mr Churchill still Jay in 
waiting for “his conquest, I 
lunched in a glorious Elizabeth-, 
an house which has since been 
bombed, It was Holland House, 
in the heart of Knightsbridge.

tion.” If, therefore, these dens 
can be cleaned up, three. morally 
and socially evil inflaences can 
be dealt with at the same time. 

The ‘striking feature of the 
announcement made by the 
Police Commissioner is the posi- 
tive form which these latest 
orders assume. European ser- 
geants will be placed in control 
of certain designated districts 
and “each sergeant will in future 
be responsible for the cleaning 
up of the divans in his section 
and for keeping his section freo 
of them in future.” There: is 
nothing equivocal about that and 
if the orders are carried out to 
the lettet.and with the zeal and 
efficiency which the community 
has a right to expect from its 
police force, it should not take 
very long for the clean-up to 
become 100 per cent, .effective.

The ho c 
that his other expectations would be 
us well founded as the one he had re- 
karding the benuty of the Colony, was 
expressed by His Excellency Slr Mark 
Aitchison Young, «.c.sic., new Govern- 
or of Hongkong, when replying to the 
public address of welcome shortly 
ofter his arrival to-day. 


Within an hour after he had landed 
at Queen's Pler,-where he was wel- 
comed by a Jarge puthering, His Ex. 
eellency took the Ouths-of Allegiance 
and Ofiice in the King’s Theatre, where 
he Was ulso assured by the Hon, Mr J. 
J, Paterson ond the Hon. Sir Robert 
Kotewall of the loyal ' co-operation of 
all members of the community, of 
every race and creed. 

In his reply to the address of wel- 
come, His Excellency said that Ke had 
always been conscious of the import 
ance of. Hongkong, and that ‘he had 
brought with him high and confident 
expectations regarding . the Colony’s 
war effort and co-operation. 

Duc to the exigencies of war,- the 
exact time of His Excetlency's arrival 
was not known to the public until the 
alr rald sirens were sounded at 0.30 
a.m. indicating, as previously arranged, 
that the Governor ‘was due to Jand at 
‘Queen's Pier In two hours’ time, Con- 
firmiution of this was broadcast from 
ZBW at 10 am. 

His Excellency came to the Colony
